JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 


From this port we have advices—by the Pacific Mail route—to 
the 22nd August. The London mail of 1st July was received on 
the 18th August, and telegrams were to hand via Kiachta to the 
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He July. The following summary of the news is from the Japan 
fail. 

During the early part of the past week a very heavy gale, with 
a great rainfall, swept over the country. The rivers in the in- 
terior are much swollen. There can little doubt that the 
country in our immediate neighbourhood is extensively flooded, 
though we do not believe that any serious damage to the crop 
has yet been sustained. In the Northern, Southern and Western 
provinces it is said that the prospects are good, but it is impos- 
sible to suppress much anxiety on the ;whole subject. The rice 


market has advanced nearly twenty per cent. during the past ten 
days, and is still very sensitive. Slight shocks of uakes 
have been of constant occurrence during the past week, but at 


the time of going to press the weather is most brilliant. 

Immediately on receipt of the disastrous news of the Tientsin 
massacre the authorities at Yedo communicated with the local 
Governments of the ports in which foreigners are settled 
advising them of the occurrence, and commenting in decided 
terms on the folly of the Chinese and on the just indignation of 
the foreigners of every nationality. “It is possible,” the letter 
proceeded to say, ‘‘ that ignorant or evil-disposed persons ma 
attempt to take advantage of the news of this massacre to stir 
up the prejudices of the lower classes of the people against foreign- 
ersand incite thom to imitate the pernicious example of the Chinese.” 
In case of the appearance of any such symptom, the local autho- 
rities are instructed to take most stringent measures for the main- 
tenance of order, not hesitating to use force if necessary. And 
recent intelligence from Nagasaki proves that the order has cer- 
tainly been acted on. In that port, which the French priests 
seem to have chosen as their special field of labour, two-sworders 
are not allowed to enter the foreign settlement without submitting 
to a strict examination. So long as the Government continue to 
act in such a spirit of friendship and good faith as this, foreigners 
need have no apprehensions regarding their safety in Japan. 

The following notification, which has appeared on the Govern- 
ment notice boards at Yedo, cannot but be regarded as decidedly 
pons :—‘ Whereas the times have greatly altered within the 

ast two or three years, numbers of the people have lost their 
livelihood and} fallen into poverty. This is for the most part 
solely owing to their own idle habits, and to their imagining 
that they can earn money without working for it. In order, 
however, to assist those persons in reduced circumstances 
who are willing to work for their living, a set of workshops 
for their accommodation has been constructed in the Kishiu 
Yashiki. The authorities of each ward are hereby instructed to 
make this generally known, and to render assistance in sending 
forward applicants who are desirous to work. And; Any person 
who can suggest any new article of manufacture should commu- 
nicate with the department of Manufacturing Industry, by whom 
his suggestion or inventiqn will be carefully examined, and, if 
auptored of, brought into general use.” 


HIOGO AND OSAKA. 

Our advices are to the 16th August ; the London mail of June 
17th arrived August 6th, and the Pacific mail, with New York 
dates to June 20th, was received on the 28th July. Telegrams 
from London to the 10th July were to hand. 

For the first time, for many months, highway robberies on the 
road between Osaka and Kobe are reported. A courier has been 
stopped by four armed men, who held swords across the track, 
All his moe and his letters were taken from him, but no other 
violence used. The letters were carefully felt over to ascertain if 
they contained kinsatz, but as they did not, were returned to the 
courier. The latter states that four or five other couriers were 
meppet and treated in the same manner. 

meeting of the subscribers to the Hiogo Hospital Fund was 
held on the 23rd July, when Mr. Evers (chairman) announced a 
subscription of about {11,000 boos up to date. A letter had been 
sent to the native authorities respecting the grant of a piece of 
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land, but no answer had as yet been received. He did not think 
the Japanese would refuse, but, a3 the list was liberally filled it 
would perhaps be as well either to take one of the bungalows on 
the hill, or to rent part of the existing native hospital—the na- 
tives and foreigners making some arrangement for the attendance 
of European medical officers. Dr. Shokker, Hunnink, Messrs. 
Gower, Evers, Von Fischer, Gay and Korthals were elected a com- 
mittee to organise arrangements on this understanding, 

A case of slight pecuniary importance in itself—Hart v. Lewel- 
lyn and Co.—has furnished a precedent from which the Hiayo 
News dissenta, and which, it thinks, may be reversed. The British 
Consular Court is of opinion that a rio is four boos, and not, as 
stated by defendant, two niboos, and for this reason gives a ver- 
dict in favour of the plaintiff, and mulcts defendants in the costs 
of Court. The News thinks that if the judge had considered the 
probable results of his decision he would have hesitated before 
pronouncing an opinion that the rio of commerce is four silver 
boos, and not two niboos or one rio kinsatz. 

The same authority notices the arrival, per P.M.S.S. Golden Age, 
of Mr. Ito, late Governor of this port, who is said to be somewhat 
astonishing the resident officials by the expeditious manner in 
which he is putting through various matters that have been for a 
long time in abeyance. 

A bad fire had occurred in Kioto. Two theatres were destroyed 
and about 800 tsubos, or two-thirds of an acre, in a thickly popu 
lated part of the city is laid in ruins. Mr. Lucy, an engineer, 
late of ¥ okohama, has gone into Echizen, under a twelve months’ 
engagement with that Prince. Large quantities of very heavy 
machinery have lately arrived at Osaka ; it is being sent up the 
river to be erected in the castle. It is said that Mr. Morel has stated 
that the line between Osaka and Kobe can be got ready for traffic 
within seven months of th2 arrival of the material. A sad boiler 
explosion {s reported from Yedo. As the steamer City of Yedo 
was abvut to start on her trip to Yokohama the boiler burst, kill- 
ing Mr. Cassidy (the engineer), the Hev. Mr, Cornes, wife and 
one child, with their European servant, and about fifty-two Ja- 
paneése. Captain Crowninshield was blown up into the air, but 
came down alive, and only feels “shaken.” Mr. Skinner, Mr. 
Black (of Howles and Black), with Messrs. Daniels and Milne, of 
the P. and O. steamer Aden, ure among the wounded, and all but 
Mr. Black are likely to recover. There were 139 Japanese on 
board, eighty-seven of whom are wounded ; the rest are missing 
or dead. The jury at the inquest returned a verdict that the ex- 
plosion resulted from the neglect and incompetency of R. Cassidy, 

the person in charge of the engine (one of the deceased), and 
the jury further expressed its opinion that the accident might 
‘have been avoided if a proper person had been placed in charge 
in the absence of the engineer, Mr. Gargen. A subscription was 
“raised by the local Kuropean residents for the relief of the suf- 
ferers. Eleven firms have subscribed one hundred dollars each. 





CHINA. 
—o— 
TIENTSIN. 

From this port we have news that the bodies of the victims of 
the magsacre of the 21st June were buried with all ceremony on 
the 3rd August, in the presence of a large number of native and 
foreign officials. Tseng-kwo-Fan only refused to attend, pleading 
sickness, Since the 25th July sixteen “brave” chiefs have been 
arrested, at the requisition of Count Rochechouart ; but it is said 
that some of them have been agnin released. When they were 

-arrested, they exclaimed, rather surprised—‘ How now! we have 
not performed those exploits of the 21st June on our own accord. 
The Chifoo and Chihsicn have driven us to these deeds, and now 
it appears we shall have to suffer for them.” Another old brave 
has been heard to have said, upon his being arrested, “I don’t 
know what you want ofme. If you want me to fight against the 
foreigners let me go. If, however, P hie think of making peace 
with them, very well, let my head fall—I do not wish to live then 
any longer.” 

Nothing has been heard yet of an intended punishment of Tseng- 
kwo-Jui, who is living at present on the hills to the west of Pe- 
king. A deputation of sixty to seventy Chinese (men of 
consequence and ex-officials) presented themselves to Count 
Rochechouart, on the evening of the 23rd, with the object of 
obtaining pardon for him and for the city magistrates ; but of 
course their request was not listened to. A high official, Mao- 
chang- hai, arrived from Peking to aid Tseng-kwo-Fan in his in- 
vestigations. The English Chargé d'Affaires, Mr. Wade, arrived 
on the 27th July, and with Count Rochechouart was to return to 
Peking on the 4th August. The 135 children which were taken 
away from the Sisters’ house were delivered up by the Chinese 
Government, and quartered at “ Liang shia-yuen,” formerly the 
residence of the Commissioners of Customs, and situated in the 
immediate neighbourhood of the foreign settlement. 

Nothing had been done towards punishing the guilty, and the 
Chinese scout the idea of the three mandarins whose heads have 
been demanded being executed, or the people punished for the 
riot. They believe that a monetary payment and the reconstruc- 
tion of the burned buildings only will be agreed to. Tseng-kwo- 

Lag they say, will not do more, and the Tsung-li-yamen cannot. 
A 10 Chinese are trying every means to gain time, and aregsaid to 
¢ accumulating large hodies of troops inthe meanwhile. The 
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Chinese even have a rumour that Li-hung-chang is coming 
down with a force from Shansi; but it is hardly likely that he 
can afford to neglect the Mahomedans. Tsong-kwo-Fan pretends 
to be ill, but the real disease is suspected to be ili-will. 


HANKOW. 
The present mail brings dates to the 5th August ; the London 
mail ef June 10 was delivered on the 28th July. 
The flooding of the settlement continued. The water has risen 


very rapidly, day by day, and gained a much higher point than 


has ever been kgown sinoe the port was openod to foreign trade ; 
in fact, natives assert that it is the most severe flood that has 
happened since the year 1848. An iinmense amount of misery 
prevails amongst the inhabitants of the city and surrounding 
country ; and business of all descriptions has been at a complete 
standstill. : 


SHANGHAI. 

Dates by this opportunity extend to the 12th August. No later 
dates had been received by mail from London, but telegrams, via 
Kiachta to the 19th July, came in on the 11th August; these 
announced the declaration of war on the Continent. 


Sir Edward Hornby makes his homeward journey by this mail 
on a well-earned leave of absence ; and, in taking a retrospect of 
the past five years, we see how great a claim he has to the 
respect aud good wishes of his countrymen. The Worth China 
Herald truly remarks :—Anomalous and unsatisfactory, in many 
respects, as extra-teriitorial jurisdiction is, it yet seems to be, for 
the time, the only means by which Treaty Powers can secure for 
their subjects the due modicum of justice and law in China and 
Japan. When it was proved, by hard experience, that the exist- 
ing Consular tribunals—presided over as they were by men of ex- 
perience and ability, but without legal education and training— 
were insufficient to meet the wants of a large and rapidly increasing 
community, the establishment of a Supreme Court with a staff of 
trained legal officials became a necessity. Few, probably, even 
in Shanghai, are aware of how great is the power and how 
arduous are the labours of the Chief Judge. He has to super- 
vise and direct the working of the provincial or Consular 
Courts. He is continually appealed to for advice and assist- 
ance, alike by officials and the public; and is at the same 
time a judge, a mediator, and an administrator. Whilst an 
English or even a Colonial Judge is protected by his position 
from being called upon to give advice and counsel in cases which 
may afterwards come before him in his judicial capacity, the 
Consular Judge is charged to intervene, to promote reconciliation, 
and to encourage and facilitate the settlement, in an amicable 
way, of any suit or proceeding pending before his Court. Sir 
Edward Hornby has discharged ali the duties that devolved upon 
him in an enlightened spirit, and the cordial address which was 
presented to him on his departure with 474 signatures of the lead- 
log residents in Shanghai was felt by all to be well deserved. 

Shanghai continues quiet, and free from disturbing rumours ; 
though uneasiness caused by the Tientsin massacre still prevails. 
People do not know what turn affairs are going to take, and wait 
anxiously to learn what course France has decided on. The 
goneral impression is that the heads of the threo guilty man- 
darins will not be given up without war; and there seems little 
doubt that the Chinese are assembling troops near Tientsin, in 
view of such a contingency. The question then again arises, 
how long operations are likely to be deferred; and how far other 
ports may be affected, in case of hostile proceedings at Tientsin. 
In view of the prevailing uncertainty, several wealthy Soochow 
and Ningpo merchants havo left the city for the,interior. The 
news of war having broken out in Europe increases the gravity 
of the crisis. 

One of the many vague rumours which have been lately abroad 
among the Chinese is that the Emperor of Japan was to join their 
own Government in an attempt to expel foreigners. This is not 
likely to be true. The Japanese have scen far too much in Europe 
lately, and are too much occupied with their own concerns to 
dream of incurring a war against all Western nations combined. 
If China had shown as much intelligence in sending as many of 
her high officers to Europe no such atrocity as that at Tientsin 
would have been conceived. Still, we learn from the Japan Times 
that “The Japancse are closely watching the action of the foreign 
Powers in this matter, and it has been talked of by the Govern- 
ment officials for the Inst few days that some of them expected 
to be sent to Shanghai with the probable object of being there 
better informed and able to judge for themselves. ‘ 

Mr. Wade’s apparent policy, at the present crisis, is the subject 
of gencral and severe criticism. ‘I'he prevalent opinion is that he 
has shown a regretablo lack of vigour, and that his views in 
regard to the political position are opposed to those of nineteen- 
twenticths of hiscountrymen in China. The position in which he 
and they have been placed by the Tientsin massacre is sufficiently 
grave to claim a departure from diplomatic reserve, and a frank 
explanation to those whose interests he is supposed to guard. Mr. 
Wade has, on the contrary, maintained his isolation, and has 
allowed his countrymen to retain the belief that he takes a view 
diametrically opposed to their own, and inclines to a policy which 
they hold to be fraught with danger.

The continuance of rainy weather hag interfered greatly with 
the Volunteers’ drill during the past week, but the enthusiasm of 
the movement is as fresh as ever. The artillery have at length 
got their uniforms; the next great improvement wanted is in 
guns. The community are indebted to the gentleman who, at an 
emergency, placed at the disposal of the corps the rifled cannon 
with which they are now drilling ; but these are not suited for 
street fighting or quick movements, ‘T'welve-pound howitzers, 
like those of the French volunteers, are the kind of thing we 
want—compact, light, and in every respect fitted for rapid move- 
ment. 

A report has been published by the Public Works Committee of 
the Municipal Council. It contains nothing very important. The 
bunding of the Soochow Creek has been abandoned, in favour of 
the Yang-king-pang. 

For the moment all is quiet in Nanking ; but it is the quiet 
of an atmosphere charged with electricity. Foreigners there 
feel convinced that if the massacre of Tientsin pass unpunished, 
Nanking, Chinkiang, and Yangchow will witness a repetition of 
the crime. Tattert Lave been received from Szechuen to the 19th 
of July, and all was still quict in that province. The water 
was still rising rapidly in Hankow, and had reached, on the 24th, 
within a foot of its extreme height in 1869—48 feet against 49. 
The lower floors of houses were all under water, the church could 
aa used ; and boats sail through the streets and down the 

und. 

The anuual meeting of the committee of the Sailors’ Home 
was held on the 10th August. The accounts showed profits to the 
end of last year to $2,000; but during the first six months of 
the present yee there had been a falling off to the extent of 
$900. The lease of the present Home expiring in May next, it 
wag suggested that measures should be faked to reform it ona 
more limited scale. 

The Marine Commissioner has published a statement of lights 
now in course af construction on the Ohina coast. Ie adds that 
ten new harbour lights will be erected forthwith in the Kiukiang 
district of the Yangteze. 

he proposed tax on wheelbarrows excited much opposition, on 
acoount of the extreme poverty of the barrow-men, who will have 
¢o accumulate, cash by cash, the half-dollar which the Council 
ask for once a quarter. If wo think of a 10s. tax on o labourer 
ef this class at home we shall more easily realise how heavily it 
must bear on the barrow-men here. 


THE EMPEROR'S EDIOTS. 

The North China Herald publishes the full text of the transla- 
tions of the two Imperial edicts on the Tientsin massacre, referred 
to in our last. ‘T'seng-kwo-Fantand Chung}f!Iow have presen‘ed a 
memorial to the Throne in the matter of examining and making 
elear the principal circuinstances of the Tientsin troubles. In 
their memorial it is stated thet they had strictly investigated 
the matter of persons belonging to the (foreign) sects stupify- 
ing and kidnapping people ; that Wan Sang, although he had 
previously admitted that he had given drugs to Wu San- 
chen, yet (on being subsequently examined) he alternately ad- 
mitted and denicd it; so that there ig no real evidence that the 
religious establishment employed men (for kidnapping purposes) ; 
that they had examined more than one hundred and fifty children 
male and female, belonging to the Sisters’ establishment, who all 
declared that their families had placed them there to be main- 
tained and taken care of, and that there was no such practice as 
kidnapping carried on. With reference to the matter of scoop- 
ing out eyes and ripping open hearts, Tseng-kwo-Fan, on his 
arrival at Tientsin, personally investigated it (and as tho result of 
his enquiries he says), that the people were unable to point out 
any proof (of such practiccs) ; that on examination it was found 
thatjneither inside nor outside the city of ‘Tientsin was any 
complaint laid (before the magistrates) of children being lost ; 
that the circumstances were just like those of Hunan, Kiangsi, 
Yangchow, Tienmen, and Ta-mingfu and Kwang-p’ing-fu belong- 
ing to this province, in all which inflammatory documents and ano- 
nymous placards were posted, spreading in a disorderly manner all 
kinds (of rumours); that afterwards, in the decision of cases (arisin 
out of or connected with these rumours), the truth or falsenoo¢ 
of these inflammatory documents and anonymous placards had 
not been examined into and made clear ; that the Tientsin people, 
being daily accustomed to hear the language employed in these 
documents and placards of other places, had already come to 
believe it ; and moreover that, in consequence of the door of the 
Foreign Cathedral being kept shut all the year round; in con- 
sequence of the Cathedral and the Sistera’ eatablishment having 
underground pall designed to let out the damp air, and to store 
coal and eharcoal; in consequence of those who applied for medi- 
cal relief being detained ; and lastly, in consequence of the receiv- 
ing and keeping (on the Foreign premises) the poor, the sick and 
the dying, suspicions were accumulated without any means of dis. 
pelling them. The memorial continues that in the fourth and fifth 
menths of the present year (May and June) ithappened there were 
some kidnappers who by mcans of drugs stupified people, and these 
(or their doing = implicated the religious establishments ; that 
the Tientsin pcople, seeing the Consul Fontanier firing at an officer 
of Government, immediately raised a clamaur of ten thousand 
voices, and they at once rose as ane man (against the French). 
The truth of the matter (according to Tseng-kwo-Fan) is that, as 
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to the talk about scooping out cyes, ripping open hearts, and killing 
people, the greater part is false, without a particle of real evidence. 

In this matter Teeny kwo-Fan has been repeatedly charged, in 
concert with Chung How, to act with impartiality. And the Go- 
vernor and his colleague state in their memorial that this affair is 
all unfounded rumour. ‘Tho reason of the suspicions caused by 
foreigners (or, according to the reading of another copy, supposed 
to be the authentic one, “the way in which the ientsin people 
got up their suspicions”) is now plainly seen. Should the like 
rumours arise in other provinces, the host of suspicions (engen- 
dered by these rumours) may by degrees be dissipated. 

With reference to the scoundrels who stupify and kidnap chil- 
dren and others, there are already severe enactments ayainst 
them ; but lest, through lapse of time, men should think lightly 
of the law, let the Board of ‘Punishments, when a criminal of 
his kind is brought up for trial, at once consult as to what ad- 
ditional punishment ahculd be attached to this offence. Aftor- 
wards, if kidnappers should be seized in the provinces, let them 
also be severely dealt with, in accordance with the decision of 
the Board of Punishments, so as to be a warning against such 
cruelty and wickedness. 

In the capital, which is the very seat of goodness, such black- 
guards ought to be much more searched out. Let, then, the Com- 
mandant of the city continually be on the watch, and if these 
villains should be met with let them be at once handed over to 
the Hingpu (Board of Punishments) for more than ordinarily se- 
vere punishment. Respect this. 








AMOY. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
: Avaust 15, 1870. 

You will, of course, long ere this, have been put in full posscs- 
sion of all the horrible details of the Tientsin massacre. Every day 
brings outfresh evidcnco, or,at lenst, confirms the fact that the man- 
darins have throughout been the moving and active instruments 
in this frightful tragedy. A fortnight after the day of the rising 
the mob of Tientsin was stiil in an organised state, and were snid 
to bo defying the authoritics. Tseng-kwo-Fan, the Governor-Gene- 
ral, had arrived, and had supersoded three of the principal man- 
daring; but not one solitary individual had been seized and 
punished. The fact that the mob was still organised shows that 
they were being hacked hy some ;:owerful mandarin ; for were the 
Governor-General really in earnest it would not take him a single 
hour, with the forces at his command, to command the most per- 
fect submission. There secms, however, not ta be the remotest 
doubt but that he has all along been the secret instigatar of the 
whole affair. It is well known that he cherishes the most am- 
hitious views. and he has no doubt hoped that by involving the 
Government in difficultics with foreigners his own ends would 
be advanced by the troubles that would ensue. Ifany man ought 
to be punished for the frightful atrocities that have been com- 
mitted he certainly is one. Amoy has been, perhaps, less excited 
by the news thanany other place on the coast. Fortunately, we 
have no powerful scheming mandarins here; the number of the 
literati is very small, and, besides, we are close to Hong Kong, 
from whence, the Chinese know, we could speedily be helper 
Still, there has been a good deal of agitation— more of fear 
than of hostility to foreigners. Some fortnight ago two French 
gunboats steamed into the harbour. The people were all in dread, 
as they expected they had come in to avenge their countrymen in 
the north. Some of the more wealthy of the hongs began at once 
to remove their treasure from the town, and it took some days to get 
the people to believe that no harm was intended by their presence. 
There is one singular fact in reference to the country round about 
that shows very decidedly the fecling of the people towards the 
mandarins. Rumours are afloat on every hand of a threatened 
rebellion. Now is considered the fittest possible time to rise, 
ag the people will be sure of the aid of foreigners in their 
struggle with the authorities. Immediately around Chin chow 
the popular feeling has manifested itself so strongly that 
extra precautions are being taken by the mandarins for the 
defence of the city. There is no doubt that before long 
there must bea change in the policy of the officials, or there 
will be very serious troubles in this region. The long drought 
has thrown hundreds of families on the country as beggars. The 
offensive taxes, which scem to grow more severe every year, gro 
completely paralysing trade. Many of the best shops in our best 
streets are siosed. Some are bankrupt, some have fied to Hong 
Kong to do business there, and the universal cry is that there 
must be some relief, or starvation will come to many before long. 
The fact is that for China in its present condition there is no 
hope ahead. Chinese officialdom is rotten ard coirupt at the 
very core. What matters whether the Ferple are cppressed, 
whether thousands are sinking into hopeless poverty, whether 
trade is being driven away, so that the last hopes of being able 
to earn a living are extinguished ; the officials are growing fast 
upon the very misery of the oppressed, and who is there that can 
hold up any hopes of relief in the future? Should forcign powers 
take possession of this country and parcel it out among them a 
few years would prove that none would acquiesce more willingly 
in this arrangement than the Chinese people. . 

It is tobe hoped that the English Government will not stand 
aside whilst the French are dealing with the Tientsin murderers. 
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The Chinese there, as a. matter of policy, are endeavouring to 
make us believe that they have no enmity to any foreigners save 
the French ;-we who are on the spot know the utter untruth of 
this. There is some danger that the people at home, who are not 
go well acquainted with Chinese duplicity, may actually believe 
it. The love for the Englishman is not one whit different from 
that which exists for any other of the “ outer barbarians.’ The 
Chinese hatred of us makes no difference in nationality. ‘There is 
one fact that ought to be impressed upon the Governments of the 
West, and it is this—they will never obtain anything like justice 
from China, or succeed in having treatics observed, so long as they 
virtually acknowledge her superiority over them. There is a deal 
of sentimental talk amongst the rulers in the West that China 
should be admitted to terms of equality with civilised nations. 
The fact is they have all along practically admitted that she is 
not only equal but superior. Her ambassadors are admitted to 
audiences of the crowned heads of the West, whilst others must 
be contented with seeing only the Prime Minister of the Em- 

ror. To accomplish any permanent results this anomaly must 

e stopped. Audiences must be demanded and insisted upon with 
the Emperor himself. Opposition will be made, but they will fi- 
nally yield. Statesmen at home will find that around this ques. 
tion many others of profound importance are grouped, and that 
with a settlement of this one, a solution for the others will also be 
obtained. 

News of the declaration of war between France and Prussia 
has reached us. It is to be hoped that this new state of things 
will not interfere with the proper settlement of the Tientsin 
question, Unless stern and severe measures are taken at this 
time we shall before long have a repetition of the tragedy, only 
on a more extensive scale, The Prussian ships are all laid up in 
harbour, and will be so for months to come. There are only two 
Prussian men-of-war on the coast, the Hertha and the Medusa ; 
but these are old-fashioned wooden frigates, that could be of no 
use ina conflict with the French. Three or four nights ago a 
large fire raged in the Chinese town; over twenty shops were 
burned, including a pawn shop. Four foreign “ water dragons ” 
(fire engines) succeeded in putting the fire out in the course of 
three our four hours. 

Our gunboat, the Cockchafer, has left us for the North, and has 
been succeeded by the Hornet; she is now away on a trip to 
Formosa. 














HONG KONG. 

Dates from this port extend to the 18th August; the French 

mail, with London advices to the 7th July, and telegrams to the 
30th July, was received on the 16th August. 
* The China Mail says that it was really astounding that, up to 
the latest dates, no official communication had reached the Go- 
vernments of France or Great Britain about the Tientsin mas- 
sacre. There was not the slightest reference to it in any of the 
telegrams received by the French mail steamer, published or un- 
published, though they extended to August 1—nearly six weeks 
after the occurrence of the horrible event, and the Vindon and 
China Express of the 8th July, then to hand, proved that correct 
information of the catastrophe had then ranked private hands. 
How comes it, asks the Mazi, that the British Government had 
received no official despatch from Mr. Wade? Has he wil- 
fully forfeited the confidence which Mr. Otway reposed in him ? 
If it should turn out hereafter that the transmission of any offi- 
cial message has been prevented by the means hinted at by the 
Courier, knowing the anxiety to forestall at Shanghai a true 
statement of the Tientsin massacre by garbled accounts, deep 
disgrace will fall upon those foreign agents whose personal influ- 
ence with the Chinese Government is most potent. 

It will confirm the Chinese in their belie! that the English will 
sacrifice ererything for the sake of trade, to learn the fact that an 
English steamer, belonging to an eminent British house, has 
taken to Tientsin, from Shanghai, forty cases containing 1,014 
Enfield rifles, with caps and ammunition complete, for the use 
of the Chinese Government, and that they have been duly for- 
warded to Peking. This last matter will, we hope, receive some 
explanation, and that it will be found to have been the result of 
negligence rather than of design. It seems hardly according to 
the fitness of things that a British Consul should be advising 
the observance of unusual politeness to assassins, subjects of a 
Government which British merchants are supplying with offensive 
weapons. 

A handsome gold hunting watch, with crest and monogram, 
and the following inscription, has been exhibited at a local gold- 
smith’s:—“To E. H. Pollard, Esq. Q.C. Purchased with the 
procecds of a subscription by 100 friends on his being sentenced 
to pay a fine imposed on him for contempt of Court, which sen- 
tence was afterwards reversed on appeal to the Privy Council.”

SHANGHAI,—Since the French mail steamer left there had been very 
little business done, the Tientsin buyers having withdrawn from the 
market, pending receipt of advices as to the result of their late extensive 
purchases, whilst the floods at Hankow had completely stopped all de- 
mands for that quarter. Grey Shirtings: The sales by importers con- 
sisted to a great extent of 7 Ibs. goods. In 8} Ibs. there had not been 
so much done; but the news of a slight advance in their value at 
Tientsin had caused more inquiry, and the market for them closed firmly, 
with an upward tendency. The quantity of common chops, 8 Ibs., in 
first hands, was believed to be very small. For heavy Shirtings there 
had been no demand, and quotations were nominal. White Shirtings: 
Transactions had not been large. No quotable change in value, but very 
limited request, and a decline was not unlikely. ‘I-Cloths: 6 lbs. and 
7 lbs., common to ordinary, were still in some request, but the stock was 
not large, and this, coupled with the higher ideus of holders, had checked 
operations.

Woollens: The flooded state of the Upper Yang- 
tsze Provinces had injured the market here, and there was not much 
likelihood of any great activity until the water should subside. Metals

TEA. 

YoKouAMA, AUGUST 22*.—Business had been quieter, and native 
dealers not having shown so much anxicty to realise, prices after aslight 
decline closed firm as last quoted. Settlements had been on a fair scale, 
making a total of fully 12,500 piculs since the last American Muil, al- 
most entirely for the New York market, consisting chiefly of Good 
Medinin to Fine grates. The inclemency of the weather had prevented 
supplies from coming forward to any extent, and consequently stocks were 
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somewhat reduced ; there had, however, been some fair arrivals from 
Kobe, both on native and European account. The Joachim Christian 
sailed on the 10th August with 157,819 lbs. for New York, and 20,242 
for San Francisco; the Min, Laju, and Black Prince, were on the berth 
for New York, and the Ariel with part cargo from Kobe would fill up 
for the same port. Quotations :—Common, nominal ; Good common, 
$32 to 34 per picul; medium, $35 to 37 per picul ; good medium, $38 
to 41 is fine, $42 to 45 per picul; finest, $46 to 48; choice, $50 and 
upwards. 

Hiogo anp Osaka, AuGusT 16".—At the commencement of the 
month considerable settlements were made at reduced rates; subse- 
quently the market became quict, with a tendency to a further decline, 
but late purchases had caused teamen to grow firmer in their demands. 
Upwards of 3,000 piculs had been shipped to Yokohama on native ac- 
count. Arrivals estimated at 7,000 piculs. Settlements and shipments 
at 6,009 piculs, and stocks at 3,000 piculs. The Latona and Osaka were 
on the berth for New York. The Aricl, partly loaded with Tea, had 
sailed for Yokohama. Quotations: Common and good common, none; 
medium, Rion 32 to 39 per picul; good medium, Rios 40 to 44 per 
picul; fine, Rios 45 to 50 per picul; finest, Rios 51 to 56 per picul; 
choice, none. 

SHaNcuaI.—Black: Business in second crops had continued, but a 
fall of about Tis. 2 on these and most other kinds has to be noticed, and 
the market generally had favoured buyers. Low dusty Hohow had 
been sold at Tis. 14 and ordinary Shongtam at Tis. 18}; stocks were 
large and Teamen anxious to make sales. Settlements, 25,200 chests; 
Re-shipments, 2,409 chests ; Stock, 96,400 chests. Prices paid had 
been :—Hohows and Ningchows, Tls. 14 to 27; Oonams, Oonfas, &c., 
Tis, 18} to 233; Oopacks, &c., Tls. 20 to 25. Green: The market for 
New Teenkais has been opened, as noticed in our last report, with an 
eagerness quite surpassing that of former seasons. The first purchase was 
made at Tis. 43, and was soon followed by others at Tis. 45} and Tis. 464 ; 
nince then active competition for all good chops had culminated in the 
settlement of ‘‘ Hip Mow” and “ Kut Kee ”at Tls. 47. Many of the teas 
were of course fine, but the bulk was not equal to last season. Pingsneys 
still attracted considerable attention and parcels of really good make 
in boxes, which were very scarce, would be readily purchased. New 
Hoochows had been operated in at Tis. 33 to 37, and appeared tu show 
very fair value. On examination the teas were found altogether less . 
dusty than those of last season, but there was still room for improve- 
ment. In make and colour there was much to complain of, including 
evidences of hasty preparation. Scttlomonts: Pingsueys, 6,600 half- 
chests; Hoochows, 2,700 half-chests; Teenkais, 37,900 half-chests. 
Stocks : Pingsueys, 4,000 half-chests; Hoochows, 5,000 half-chosts ; 
Teenkais, 14,700 half-chests ; old tea, 2,000 half-chests. Prices paid had 
been :—Pingsucys, in chops, Tls. 33 to 50; Pingsueys, boxes, Tls. 41 to 
51; Hoochows, Tls. 33 to 37; Fychows and Teenkais, Tis. 35} to 47. 
The export of tea as compared with that of Inst season was as follows :—

Hankow.—Arrivals during the fortnight had been on a larger scale 
than had been known at any corresponding period, and as the uncx- 
ampled rise of the river precluded all possibility of storage, Teas had 
been forwarded to Shanghai as soon as they arrived. Musters of third 
crops were not to hand; the’ supply, however, was reported to be very 
large. Settlements by foreigners had been most trivial, and quotations 
were actually nominal ; natives, however, had made considerable pur- 
chases for re-sale at Shanghai on the strength of their advices from 
thence.

Contracts, nil. ; shipments to Shanghai on native account, 38,703 chests.

Foucuow.—Congon: The teamen having generally realised sufficient 
of their stock to meet their most pressing demands, had been less enger 
tu sell, and a comparatively small business only had been transacted in 
consequence. Common Teas may be quoted slightly easier, while the 
better grades had been taken at @ slight advance. Souchong: Tho 
lower grades had been in fair demand. Oolongs: Upwards of 7,000 
packages had found buyers at prices considerably in excess of American 
rates. Flowery Pekoe: The high prices demanded by the teamen had 
prevented business being transacted to any extent. Scented Teas: A 
small business had been transacted in these kinds, prices having a down- 
ward tendency. Sales for the fortnight and prices were as follows :— 
Congou: Dust anil broken leaf kinds, Tls. 5 to 10; ordinary common, 
Tis. 12 to 14; good common, Tis. 14 to 16; light flavoury, Tls. 17 to 
20; good flavoury to medium Kysow kinds, Tis. 22—42,000 chests 
sold. Souchong: Common to medium, Tis. 14 to 23; good to fine, 
Tls, 28 to 30—4,375 chests sold. Oolongs : Common to good cargo, 
Tis. 17 to 214—7,633 half-chests sold. Flowery Pekoe: Common to 
medium, Tls. 30 to 38; fine to finest, Tls. 46 to 50—252 chests sold. 
Scented Teas: Common to medium, Tis. 19 to 20: fine to Hnest, Tis 
80 to 41—6,553 boxes sold. 





SILK. 

YoxkoHama, AuGust 22*.—Transactions had been excessively small, 
amounting only to about 50 bales; the extreme firmness of dealers 
prevented business iu the carly part of the interval, and on receipt of 
intelligence that war had broken out injEurope, buying ceased. Quota- 
tions remained as last reported but,must be considered quite nominal, as 
business for the time being was suspended. Supplies had continued 
moderate, and the unsold stock was increased to about 1,000 bales, 
Silkworms’ Eggs: Total arrivals for the scason to date were estimated 
at 170,000 cards ; Settlements had only been a few thousand cards at 
prices varying from $34 to 4} for fair to best Annuals. 

Hr10ago ANp Osaka, AvGusT 16.*—Contrary to expectations, very 
little Silk had been brought forward, natives alleging that prices in the 
interior wero higher than foreigners off-r at this port. About 60 to 70 
bales of 50 catties had been brought forward, mostly old and new Silk 
mixed; as yct no classical Silk had appeared. Settlements were esti- 
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mated at 40 bales of 80 catties. Silkworms’ Eggs had been brought 
forward to some extent, and, failing to find buyers, had been, for the 
most part, shipped on native account to Yokohama. Priccs asked 
were Rios 2.25 to 3 for fino to finest grcen annual kinds. Settlements 
estimated at 2,000 to 3,000 cards, mostly at Rios 2.25 to 2.50 per 
card. 

SHANGHAI. — Messrs. C. J. Skeggs and Co. report: — Telegrams 
via Galle and Kiachta to 12th July, both arriving on the same 
day, report threatened hostilities betweon France and Prussia ; business 
in Silk quite suspended. In consequence of this news the business for 
the French mail (which left on the Sth Aug. taking 161 bales for Eng- 
land and 231 bales for France) was very limited and mostly settled 
before the telegrams arrived. Buyers, however, soon regained confidence, 
as immediately after the steamer left some considerable purchases were 
made, no doubt in anticipation that the next telegrams would advise 
tranquillity restored, but the lincs have apparently been interrupted, so 
that no later dates have been received. We hear that large quantities 
of the Silk on inspection was found to be inferior, and has in conse- 

nence been rejected. Wad buyers been more reserved, there is no 

loubt we should have seen lower prices; as itis, the Tael prices show 
little alteration, except for common descriptions, which are Tls. 5 to 10 
lower, whilst Exchange is slightly in favour of buycra. Chooping chop 
Srd sold Tls.G10. Dragon Tls. G05. Elephant chop Tls. 535. Kukee 
Chin Jan Tis. 540. Red Peacock Tls. 525 to 530. Pangling Kahing 
Tis. 515. Re-reeled Haincon Tls. 590 to 620. Re-reeled Tsatlces 
Tis. 580 to 590. Since writing the above, telegrams via Calcutta have 
been received reporting war declared and actually commenced between 
France and Prussia ; the effect of such news will be of course to suspend 
business ontirely, in the meantime it is needless to speculate further on 
what the later results may be. 


SIAM PRODUCE. 

The following report on the Bangkok Produce Market is from the 
Borneo Company’s Circular, dated Aug. 15:—Rice: On the receipt of 
advices from Hong Kong that prices had quickly risen from $1.60 to 
to $2 per pical, the value of our Namuan grain here has suddenly ad- 
vanced from $1.15 to 1.30-35 per picul, put on board in the river in mat 

After a few days it was known that tonnage to the extent of 
about 200,000 piculs had been taken up for this port, and, as it was 
expected, this would be too grcat adrain upon our short crop, prices 
quickly rose to $1.60-624, at which fair sales were made. To-day we 
quote Namnan Mill cleaned rice at $1.50, and Naguan at $1.75 per 
picul, the latter being, however, very scarce indeed. The further 
run of prices will much depend on the weather during the next 
few weeks, but when we take into account the admitted shortness 
of our crop and the large number of ships coming forward, we cannot 
even under the most favourable circumstances expect to see any very 
material decline in rates, at least for some little time tocome. ‘The 
weather has been lately more favourable, supplics of paddy in consequence 
became at once more plentiful. Sugar can only now be bought in small 
quantitics at Tis. 10 (€6.53 per picul f.0.b.) for No. 16, Laconchaiseee, 
and Tis. 6 (¢4 per picui f.o.b,) fur good Brown, The new Sugar be- 
gins to come to market in January. Sapanwood fs unchanged in value, 
and in request for China at Tle, 3 per picul ($2.21 per picul f.0.b.). 
Sticklac : No supplies have lately reached our market. Teel Sced has 
declined in value and best quality was yesterday bought at Tis. 804 pir 
coyan ($3.14 per picul f.o.b). Second quality is worth Tls. 76 per coyan, 
There is now ao good deiwnand for both kinds. Gamboye and Gam Ben- 
jamin; Our market is still withont supplies. Buffalo Hides have de- 
clined to Tls. 10} per picul ($7.47 per picul f.o.b). Buffalo Horns are 
worth Tis, 124 per picul ($5.27 per picul f.o.b). Deer Horns are pro- 
curable in small quantities at Ils. 13 per picul ($8.50 per picul f.o.b.). 
Black Pepper: There has been none whatever in the market during the 
past two weeks. 


STRAITS PRODUCE. 

SINGAPORE.—Tin sold at $29.75 per picul, but sinco receipt of tele- 
grams from England to Aug. 13, quoting it £130, the article had been 
much inquired for, and first arrivals would probably fotch about $31 per 
picul.

Heterrine to the fact that the steamer Magdala, 825 tons, has 
just left Shanghai with a full cargo of tea for New York, via the 
Suez Canal, and that another of the same class was on the berth for 
that port by the same route, the Shanghai News Letter observes :-— 

“It seems certain that teas destined for the American market will 
hereafter be sent by the way of the Cape in very small quantities, if at 
all. Time will soon determine which of the two routes, the Pacific 
Ocean and Continental Railroad, or the Indian Ocean, Red Sea, Medi- 
terranean, and Atlantic, will bs found the most convenient for the trans- 
mission of the precious leaf to New York. If the latter route should 
prove the most advantageous, the Americans, thanks to the vicious le- 
gislation, will be <lependont for their tea exclusively through Bri- 
tish steamers, It might be supposed that the most bigoted protectionist 
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our mercantile marine. Americans may not, like Germans, for example, 
go and purchase iron steamers cheaply on the Clyde, and thus compete 
for the carrying trade to their own country, but be contont to retire from 
the seas in favour of European rivals. Legislative tinkering by subsi- 
dies and the like are not what our merchants desirc—they simply wish 
to be let alone, to be allowed to employ their capital as they, and not as 
Congress see fit, and then, if the Suez Canal proves the best route to 
the Atlantic seaboard, they may be able to share in its profits; as it is, 
thig is prohibited.”

ENGLAND'S DUTY AT THE PRESENT CRISIS. 
‘ (London and China Express, Sept. 29.) 

Tae hope which we expressed last week—tho universal hope 
which then animated Europe—that the negotiations for an 
armistice might result in the settlement of a basis of terms 
on which peace would be restored, has been utterly frustrated. 
There is now no prospect of warfare being suspended for a 
moment until France is entirely overrun by the armies of 
her invaders, and virtually subjugated, at least for a time.

lof the Jade to reconuoitre, and go back again when chaso 
was given. Thus five weeks passed, during which all this 
powerful fleet effected was to capture four insignificant 
vessels in their attempt to run the blockade ; and two of 
these were so worthless that the French did not think it 
worth while to take them home with them when they bade 
farewell to the German shores ! 

Such, or of such effect, was the conduct of a whole war 
navy, in apparent strength little inferior to our own, at a 
time when the barbarous massacre of their countrymen at 
Tientsin demanded the presence of no inconsiderable part of 
their force to extort expiation from the Chinese. Such, to 
all intents and purposes, it remains. Powerless to serve their 
country by harassing its invaders at home, the French men- 
of-war show no sign of being destined to rescue or reinforce 
their countrymen in the Far East, now that they are threat- 
ened with equal danger. 

This is not the time to enlarge upon the humiliation and 
disgrace of such inactivity, at least without suggesting the 
best remedy in our power for the evils which, thus caused, 
are sapping European power and influence in the East. All 
Englishmen are united in the fervent hope that their country 
may not be dragged into the war between two Powers 
equally friendly to it. There is not much chance that Eng- 
land will be so involved, if her Government remains true to 
the principles of the people, which, in this respect, there is no 
reason to doubt. But is there no way in which, without the 
slightest infraction of neutrality, England may intervene to 
the advantage of the interests of both belligerents, and to her 
own infinite honour, by taking upon herself the protection of 
European civilisation and commerce in the Far East? We 
think it is her imperative duty to do so, The French

Germany will consent to dictate the terms of such a peace 
as her exhausted foe must be brought to submit to, unless 
indeed, the spectacle of the sufferings of France, in her last 
hopeless struggle for the preservation of her honour, should 
irresistibly incite some of the Powers at present neutral to 
interpose in her behalf. The latest accounts from Russia 
give some appearance of probability to the apprehension 
that that mighty Empire will not long be content to 
be merely a spectator of the war. If Russia should 
be involved, hardly any other Continental Power can be 
expected to remain neutral, and the conflict, with all 
its ruinous consequences, may thus be extended and pro- 
tracted indefinitely. In the meantime, France, regarded 
as single-handed and friendless, seems utterly crushed. One 
after another of the fortresses which she has refused to cede, 
even for the purpose of negotiation, have been wrested from 
her ; her chief armies are either decimated, hemmed in, or 
captive ; and, to crown her calamity, she possesses no Govern- 
ment which she and her conqueror can agree to recognise. 
The Emperor, who is still nominally the head of the State, 
is not only a prisoner, but, it is said, in such a shattered 
condition of health that even his life cannot be counted upon 
from day to day. Should he die now, the idea of a Napo- 
leonio Regency during the minority of the Prince ImpeRtaL 
is too improbable to be taken into calculation. The Provi- 
sional Government, self-elected and irresponsible, is flying 
from town to town, in search of some resting place where it 
may be able to reorganise the country, and perhaps to invest 
itself with accredited power. Inthe meantime its conduct 
is without dignity or consistence ; it is merely the mouth- 
piece of the frenzy of the people, and even their confidence 
in it shows signs of instability. For the present France is 
lost through the mismanagement of her vast army and the 
uselessness of her magnificent fleet. 

The French squadron which has just evacuated the North 
Sea has done literally nothing. It consisted of eight cuirassed 
frigates, accompanied by from two to five corvettes. With 
the exception of two ships, which made every morning for 
thé mouth of the Weser and the Jade, this goodly array 
used to be stationed all day about seven miles south of Heli- 
goland, where they could watch the Elbe, and, at the same 
time, were near enough to support their western division in 
case of need. When twilight set in, the whole fleet united 
again, and, having ranged in line of battle to avoid surprise 
in the night, stood right out to sea. Dawn brought them 
back to their old anchorage, when the same mancouvres 
Were again gone through with monotonous regularity. 
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of each other, while the extermination of “ foreigners” 
of every nationality is the all-absorbing object of the distant 
barbarians who are watching with ferocious satisfaction the 
war which is now raging in Europe. Every day that tho 
present war continues adds to the insecurity of life and pro- 
perty in the East, and, if this state of things is prolonged, it 
may make new wars necessary to regain the position—dear 
alike to French, Germans, and Englishmen—which it has 
taken years of industry, enterprise, and treaty to acquiro. 
Some more energetic steps are required from our Govern- 
ment than were indicated in the very unsatisfactory reply of 
Lord GRANVILLE to the deputation of merchants consequent 
on the Tientsin massacre. With the quarrels of France in 
Europe ‘we have nothing to do ; but, in the East, the injuries 
done to her are injuries done to us. Our own prestige, even 
our own safety in the East, require that we should constitute 
ourselves the guardians, as we have been the pioneers, of 
civilisation and commerce in China. The Government seems 
slow to perceive the emergency of the occasion, and further 
pressure must be brought upon it to rouse it to action. In 
the benefits that will result from such action the Germans 
and the French will share as largely as ourselves, and we ap- 
peal to German and French merchants to co-operate with 
their English brethren in giving weight and force to the ex- 
pression of their sentiments on this question, at other meet- 
ings of those interested in China, to be held in the principal 
cities of England and throughout the East. 





Since publishing the foregoing article we have received a 
telegram, which appears in another column, and which sug- 
gests an alarming picture of the danger of foreigners in 
China on the expiration of the French ultimatum, without 
its being complied with. The Chinese were then buying and 
manufacturing arms in large quantities, and still instructions 
were awaited from the Home Government. Nothing could 
more strikingly illustrate the necessity of the actiou, recom- 
mended in our last sentences, so as to awaken the Government 
to a sense of the real nature of a situation which none who 
understand it, or who care to inquire into it, can regard with- 
out the most anxious sympathy. We oall attention to an 
admirable article in the Standard of this morning, on this 
subject, which we have reproduced.

670 THE LONDON AND 
"ROMAN CATHOLIC MISSIONS IN CHINA. 


(THE GLOBE.) 

The current number of the “ Annals of the Propagation of the Faith ” 
contains a long letter from Father Leboucq,a missionary in the pro- 
vince of Chili, in China, which at this time derives especial inte- 
rest, both on account of the insight it gives us into the condition of 
the Roman Catholic missions in the neighbourhood of Tientsin, and 
also from the description it furnishes us with of the Viceroy, Tseng- 
kwo-Fan, whose name has been brought so prominently forward in con- 
nection with the massacre at that place. M. Leboucq’s letter is dated 
January 18, 1870, and at that time so little did ho anticipate the storm 
which was soon to break over his brethren that he begins by ex- 
pressing a fear that the peaceful details of his district, Hokien-foo, will 
be found “less interesting’? than those received from the more dis- 
turbed parts of China. According to his account, there were in his 
district, in the beginning of 1868, no less than 3,000 catechumens. 
In that year, owing to the invasion of the Nicn-fei, the mission work 
was, for the most part, suspended, yet even in this time of trouble he 
baptised 500 adults. During the first half of 1869 1,812 were added to 
the number, and he considured that “the harvest of 1870 promised to 
be no less abundant than the preceding one.” The members of the 
mission were on the best possible terms with the local officials, and had 
invariably received redress from them for the few outrages that had 
been committed on themselves or their converts by those common enc- 
mies of all missionaries, the literati. 

The appointment in the spring of last year of T'seng-kwo-Fan to the 
Viceroyalty of Chili, and the arrival with him at the capital of the pro- 
vince of 10,000 soldiers, caused great consternation among the friendly 
mandarins and converts, who, judging from the well-known antipathy 
folt by the new Viceroy towards foreigners, very generally believed that 
the force thus collected was to be employed to extirpute the Europeans. 
A personal acquaintance with Tseng-kwo-Fan, however, caused M. Le- 
boucg to take a much more charitable view of his character than that 
generally adopted by both natives and forcigners. To M. Leboucq he 
appeared a headstrong man, unwilling to taxe advice from any one, but 
at the same timo friendly disposed towards Europeans. His influence 
with the Emperor and Dowager Empress is very considerable, 
and fs owing in a great measure to the poworful support which 
he has invariably given to their dynasty. He recommends his 
subordinates not to grant anything to the missionaries beyond 
what is stipulated for in tho Treaties. And M. Leboucq sums 
up the impression made on him by the Viceroy by saying that 
his countenance, manner, and conversation indicate rather “a_phi- 
losopher who administers the duties of Government while dreaming 
over his books” than an active politician. And yet, according to M. 
Leboucq, the Viceroy gave him some eminently practical advice, which, 
if generally followed, would save the missionaries from much annoyance. 
He told him that the gentlemen of his cloth “ disregarded too openly 
the opinions and creeds of the population by asking for or receiving 
pagodas and public buildings, to transform them into churches; a thing 
very much to be regretted, which the Pagans would never forgive, and 
which they would sooner or later try to avenge.’’ Recent events have 
probably opened M. Leboucq’s eyes to a more perfect conception 
of Tseng-kwo-Fan’s character, His supreme contempt of the chance 
that Christianity can ever have of making way azainst the doc- 
trine of Confucius, makes him comparatively tolerant of mission- 
aries. But his views on the relations of his country with European 
nations may be gathered from the following passage, which occurred in 
his celebrated memorial prcsented to the Throne about two years since : 
—‘‘ Foreigners are now in the ascendant,” he wrote; “ but we cannot, 
to the neglect of the miseries of our own people, follow all the wind- 
ings through which complaisance would lead us. Should times ever 
alter, and China be in the ascendant, while foreigners are weak, we 
shall then wish todo no morc than protect the Chinese, nor shall we scek 
for military glory beyond the seas.” If any significance is to be at- 
tached to words, these in the mouth of Tseng-kwo-Fan mean plainly 
enough that he is only waiting until China shall have become suffi- 
ciently strong to raise the cry of “China for the Chinese,” and to 
sweep all foreigners out of the Empire, Perbaps he thinks that that 
timo has now arrived. 

There isone other point in M. Leboucgq’s letter ou which we shall touch, 
as it illustrates one canse which gives rise to the want of union, which is 
so commonly observed among foreigners, and especially among foreign 
missionaries in China, und that isthe very uncharitable way in which he 
speaks of the efforts of Protostant missionaries working in the same field 
as himself. Without the least hesitation he imputes to them and to their 
converts the most mereenary of motives. Wexcribing the carcer of a 
native catechist, he says, that having been “ dismissed from an English 
warehouse,” and ‘finding himself without money or occupation, he 
became a Protestant,” and ho thus speaks of the missionaries of a 
certain district :—‘‘The preachers scattered money about in pro- 
fusion . and before long 500 of them (the natives) 
became Protestants; showing, however, less eagerness to hear the 
doctrine of the ministers than to receive their sapecs, and partake of 
the abundant repasts offered to them.” Such is the language M. Leboueq 
uscs in reference to the cfforts of the English and American missionarics 
throughout his letter. Eyen supposing the charges which are thus 
recklessly brought to be true, the manner in which he makes them is, 
to say the least, unchristian ; but we cannot help thinking that he 
has formed his estimate of those he thus depreciates upon very insuffi- 
cent grounds, and, if he will allow us, we would recommend hitn to 
real over the passag~s in his Ietter to which we have referred, and com- 
pire the tone in which they are composed with that which animates the 
letters of sympathy which were addressed to the Roman Catholic priests 
Ly the Protestant missionaries in China on the recent massacre of their 
brethren at Ticntsin.

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THE LAST NEWS FROM CHINA, 


(THE STANDARD.) 

The warnings which wo have felt it our duty, from time to time, to 
give to the public, founded upon the ominous complexion of affairs in 
China, are amply justified by the tenour of our latest intelligence. It is 
now clear that another war with China is inevitable, unless we prefer 
to accept the humiliation which has been prepared for us; which means 
that we are to submit all European interests to the will of that “ ancient 
civilisation” whose ministers slaughter and mutilate women and children. 
The last telegram from China informs us that the demands of Conut 
Rochechouart, the French ambassador at the Court of Peking, for com- 
pensation for the Tientsin massacres have been rejected, that the popu- 
lation at the seaports are being supplied with arms, and that the temper 
of the officials is most insolent and threatening. Those who have watched. 
the current of events, and are acquainted with the character of the very 
remarkable diplomacy which has becn pursued on the part of England 
towards the Chinese Government, can scarcely be said to be un- 
prepared for such an issue. Although what is called the pro- 
foreign party in China is said to have influence with the Imperial 
Government, it could scarcely surprise any one who has stadied tho 
growth of recent Chincse sentiment to hear that the compensation de- 
mandod for the outrage at Tientsin has been refused. ‘Those who 
planned and directed the attack on the Christian missionaries must have 
gauged with tolerable accuracy the temper of the ruling powers. That 
attack was undoubtedly part of a deliberate plan to insult and flout the 
barbarian fureigner, after the approved fashion of the ‘‘ ancient civilisa- 
tion.” The murder of the Sisters of Charity and of the French Con- 
sul’s family was no wanton or sudden act of violenec, to be charged 
upon the religious fanaticism or the political fervour of tho Ticntsia 
braves. It could not have taken place without the knowledge and 
the connivance of the local authorities, and, as there is go» reason to 
believe, even of the superintendent of the province, the notorious Tseng. 
kwo-Jui, whose own connection with the Imperial Minister, Tseng-kwo- 
Fan, is perfectly well known throughout China, Thecircumstance of the at- 
tack being direeted against French citizens was purely accidental. The 
French were the victims simply because they happened to be nearest 
to the butchers of Tseng-kwo-ful. It is shown even by the tenour of the 
Imperial proclamations themeelves which have been issued since the 
massacre that the fury of the populace was not dirested against the 
French as a nation, but ayainst all foreigners, excopting perhaps the 
Russians. The case of the French, therefore, is the case of all the Euro- 
pean nations having dealings with China, The Tientsin massacre is but 
the first spark of the conflagration which is intended by the native Chie 
nese party toinvolye all the European settlements. And it was idle to ex- 
pect that the Imperial Government should have the power even if it had 
the will to give any eatisfaction for injury which was premeditated and 
intended to be the first step in the new Chinese policy ageinst forcizners, 
and of which the authors were among those highest in the family and 
in the councils of the Emperor. To seek compensation against Tseng- 
kwo-Fan and his satellites is in effect to ask these worthies to punish 
themselves. It was inevitable that the demands of the French ambas- 
sador should be rejected, as it was inevitable that the step taken at 
Tientain should be followed be a general scries of attacks upon the 
foreigner all along the coast. 

The danger on this occasion, it is to be borne in mind, is very much 
more serious than ever it has been before. Even since the last war the 
Chinese have becn devoting themsclves to the cultivation of their mili- 
tary resources; and, thanks to their European instructors, they have 
attained to a considerable amount of discipline and warlike proficiency. 
They are in possession of rifies and guns of all the latest patterns, and 
have learnt to make them for themselves. The Imperial army includes 
in its ranks many battalions of trained and excellent soldicrs. The 
navy possesses many vessels of war, built and equipped in the European 
style. All that the genius of a Gordon, the skill and experience of a 
Sherard Osborn, could do to make China an important military power, 
has been accomplished. The warlike forces of the empire, by grace 
of the ineredible fatuity or magnanimity of the British Govern- 
ment, are no longer contemptible in European eyes; nor will 
it be possible for British troops to venture again upon the 
feats of 1858, unless in very much larger numbers. The anti- 
foreign party has doubtless calculated upon this improvement in the 
offensive powers of China. They believe that their guns, and rifles, 
their drill and their equipment, are as good as those of the despiscd 
foreigners ; and nothing else is wanted to turn them to thoughts of war, 
The fatal policy with which Lord Clarendon’s name has been identified 
has only served to increase the confidence of the Chinese war party in 
themselves, and to fomeat their feelings of antipathy to the outside bar- 
barians. Our now attitude of forbearance they naturally construe mA 
cowardice, and all the compliments which we have paid to that fond idea 
of certain of our Liberals—Chinose civilisation—have been interpreted 
to mean that wo have at lust begun to perccive our inferiority to the 
true and only children of light—the citizens of the “ Middle Kingdom.” 
There can be but one end to the controversy. If we are not prepared 
to <0 to war with this highly enlightened pcople, who disembowcl Si-ters 
of Merey and torture little children, we must give up all that we hold 
on the Chinese const. The decision has to be made at once, for we may 
expect any day to hear that the Tientsin precedent has been followed at 
other Chinese ports. What, then, is our Government about to do in this 
Chinese matter? Is the policy of Lord Clarendon to be followed to its 
legitimate conclusions? Too weak to keep the peace in Europe are we 
powcrie-s to maintain ourselves even in China ? 

We are not mnch encouraged to hope for a vigorous poliey when we 
remember what Mr. Glads’one and some of his colleagues have done and 
said in regard to the Chinese question. It may be that Mr, Gladstone 
in office will be more vigorons and more sensitive to the national honour 
than Mr. Gladstone in opposition. But we cannot forget the inany oc- 
c:sions on which Mr. Gladstone has identified himself personally with 
that policy which is now beuring such bitter fruit ia China, It is almost 
hopeless to expect that the man who spoke of the expedition up the 
Peiho in 1857 as though it had becn a kind of piratical raid will takeany 
sound or just views as to the duty of England towards China in 1870, 
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(MORNING POST.) 

The news from China is quité as ominous es we had antielpated. The 
French Minister had made certain demands in reparation of the Tientain 
outrage, and a certain time was given for the fulllment of these de- 
mands, The time has gone by, and the stipulations have not been com- 
plied with. But the worst feature of the case is that the Chinese are 
said to be evidently making warlike preparations. The non-compliance 
with the French Minister's demands can hardly be attributed to accident. 
Tf we mistake not there has been a deliberate intention on the part of 
the Chinese to slight the more important of the terms named. Some 
of the minor stipulations have been cither conceded or carried out with a 
promptitude calculated, and we may presume intended, to convey the 
impression that the Chinese authorities desired to make due reparation. 
But it would now scem that they had no settled intention of satisfying 
Count de Rochechouart, and if so, it would seem thit the Chinese believe 


in their ability to defy European coercion. No doubt the news of the 
French having been engaged in a disastrous war at home, coupled with 
the delay in sending instructions from France, has stimulated the Chinese 
to adopt a hostile attitude. They may naturally have supposed that 
England would not readily engage in any more operations in China; 
and, believing that Franco was too busily occupied at home to attend to 
small affairs ut a distance, they may have seen in the present situation 
of affairs a good opportunity for displaying the contempt for foreigners 
that they always profess to feel, 


The torms demanded by Count de Rochechouart were, we are told, the 
restoration of the French Mission buildings and Consulate destroyed by 
the Tientsin mob, the public burial of the victims and the erection of a 
monument to their memory, a monetary compensation, the delivery of 
the imprisoned converts, the punishment of the lcading rioters, and the 
execution of the Prefect and City Magistrate of Tientsin and of the no- 
torions Tseng-kwo-Jui. It has becn understood that the Chinese autho- 
rities would have agrecd to all these terms save the last two. They 
have becn supine about the capture of the principal rioters, having 
apprehended but very few of them, although the offenders were 
well known, and of those arrested many were allowed to escape. And 
they had failed to comply with the demand to have the compromised 
officials executed. This latter condition, it is plain, was the chief point of 
disagreement. The Prefect and City Magistrate were admittedly to 
blame for allowing the massacre, for they were degraded from office, 
and handed over to the Board of Punishments to have their case more 
closely enquired into. But some two months had elapsed, and still no 
further measares had been taken in respect to them. As to Tseng-kwo- 
Jui—who is supposed to have been the chief instigator and arranger of 
this outrage, os he had been of the disturbance at Nanking also—his 
liberty of action had not been interfered with ; and the fact of his being 
a friend of the Viceroy, also a hater of forcigners, seemed to render 
at very unlikcly that he would be even arrested, much less executed. 
In view of the horrible and unprovoked outrage committed upon the 
French subjects in Ticntsin, and the notorious complicity of the officials 
whose exccution was demanded, it cannot be contended that the condi- 
tions laid down by Count de Rouchechouart were over exacting or one- 
rous; nor were they impossible or even difficult of fulfilment, 


We were gr.atly afiaid that the Chinese Government would fail to act 
with an energy and decision indicative of abhorrence of the massacre, 
or of desire to offer every reparation possible, notwithstanding their 
protestations azainst being treated othor than as in the case of civilised 
Powers. The fact of the ruling dynasty of China being foreign to the 
country, being usurpers, ntilitates against the establishment of friendly 
and intimate relations between outside nations and the Chinese. To 
keep the natives ignorant and subservient is the evident and, indecd, 
natural aim of the Tartars. They wish to hold China and to “ squeeze ” 
the Chinese, and the knowledge introduced by the example and the in- 
fluence of civilised foreigners would tend to the loosening of the 
Tartar grasp on the easy going Chinese proper. The Chinese Go- 
vernment would seemingly desire to reap the benefit of “ bar- 
barian” trade, and yet to prevent foreigners penctrating into 
the country or to teach the people in any shape or way. Ignorance 
and prejudice are the desiderata of the ruling class of China for its 
teeming millions, and these being incompatible with unrestricted inter- 
course with free and enlightened peoples, there must ever be an an- 
tagonism on the part of Chinese authoritics to this intercourse, or 
to any approach to it. This animating cause of all our troubles with 
China being known, there can be no wonder at tho effects that 
are ever and anon to be observed and deplore. Such an explana- 
tion of the stato of affairs in China is the be-t reply to those who 
talk about the scandal of foreigners forcing themselves, their views, 
their religion, and their trade upon an unwilling country. It is abso- 
lutely necessary to discriminate between the Chinese and their rulere. 
The Chinese are inoffensive, industrious, and, being avaricious, well 
content to profit by the trade of the foreigner. Left to themselves, 
they would neither massacre people of other nationalities, nor 
deny them free access into their country. But with the Tartars, 
the mandarins, the literati, the dominant class, it is altogether dif- 
ferent. The great question for the outside world is—Shall this domi- 
nant class in, but rot of, China, be permitted to practically exclude 
foreigners and to violato international amenity, usage, and law, in striv- 
ing to bolster up their usurped authority? It is greatly to be regretted 
that, at a moment of such urgency and importance, not only to France, 
but to all other nations having dealings with China, there is no properly 
constituted government in France to deal with the question in a suit- 
able manner. We have yet to learn whether any prompt and defi:ite 
instructions have been sent out to Count de Rochechouart. But should 
the Chinese authoritics be allowed to guin a practical, though an indi- 
rect, triumph, over one of the Powers having relations with them, it 
will surely bo the prelude of future difficultics for all of the other 
Powers. The Chinese ure said to be ‘‘ buying and rapidly manufac- 
turing arms.” Against whom are these arms to be used ? 
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HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrespau, Sept. 26. 

The Minister of the Financial Department has issued his budget, and 
for the first time for several years he has had to announce the necessity 
for raising a loan to cover the expenditure for 1871, which is estimated 
at f.96,426,423.30c., and the receipts at only f.86,704,193.50c., in- 
cluding a contribution from Java of f.10,000,00U. The deficit is thus 
f.9,662,229.80c. Mr. Van Bosse proposes to cover this deticiency, partly 
by a loan of eight millions, and partly by an income-tax. Notwith- 
standing that every one has known for some years that our revenue 
was not equal to our expenditure, the public have not taken much heed 
thereabout, the Javanese having had to contribute what the Dutch 
could or would not pay. According to the Staats Courant, our official 
paper, Java has poured into our Treasury from 1852-70 no less a sum 
than f.493,020,150.96e. The receipts of the India Administration 
were during these years ,2,027,500,744.7lc., and its expenditure 
£.1,534,530,593.74c. Instead of our being ashamed of receiving, or at 
least thankful for such an enormons contribution in so very few vears, our 
Conservatives grumble and excite the nation against the Liberals, who 
endeavour to make our finaucial system free-of Java. The Conservatives 
prefer that the Javanese should still work for our benefit; that we should 
construct a railway-nct with the sweat and blood of the natives; that 
we should expend millions on behalf of education here, and withhold it 
from our brown brothers, who, however, have to pay for it. Thanks to 
our shameful colonial system, we could pay off our national debt with 
the amount that we now expend every year—eight and a-half million 
francs—in interest. One hundred and six and a-half million francs has 
been paid—witi Java money—for the construction of railways, and tho 
Conservatives grumble that we have to borrow thirty millions more in 
order to completethem. Tie most necessary works in India are suspended, 
or but partly constructed ; we do not care for the wants of Java; we do 
not pay, or but partially remunerate, the Javanese for their work. Aud 
now that at last the cyes of the public areso much opencd that a liberal 
Minister has had the hardiesse to take the first step in order to make 
our financial system frce of Java—except, of course, a fixed contribution 
of 80 many millions u-year—now the Conservative party erics out that 
the Liberals cheat us in that they intend to make us pay, ins:ead of the 
Javaneso; and the Dutch do not like to pay, so that the principles 
preached by our Tories find a better reception, that is reconcilable to 
our national honour. 

The Minister of the Forcign Department, Mr. Roess (whose resigna- 
tion is now positively contradicted), intends again to ask a credit for a 
diplomatic mission in China. The individual appointed will not only 
be our chargé Uaffxires, but at the same time Consul General. The 
expenditure is fixed at f.21,000 a-year. 

The High Court has granted the reque-tcd delay of three months 
before pronouncing a definitive decision with regard to the demand for 
surséance of payment of the Oost Indische Maatschappy van Lyfrente. 
The documents ere in possession of the commissaries. The question 
now remains whether time will bring money. 

The uncertainty which still prevails with regard to peace continues to 
impose a check upon business. In sume branches, however, the greatest 
activity prevails. Enormous quantities of goods were daily shipped from 
here via England to America solong as the Elbe and the Wezer were block- 
aded, bt of course this activity will decrease now that the French ficct has 
left the Bultic, and Germany will forward its goods v/a Hamburg and 
Bremen. I have already told you that early in October the firststeamer will 
start from here direct for New York. \ great many steamers arrive both 
here and ut Amsterdam, with merchandise from Havre. All theso 
cargoes are stored here, and it is said that they are transferred for fear 
of the German invasion. I do not know if this assertion is true, but 
it is certain that these goods are not bought by Dutch houses. Perhaps 
a portion is destined for transit. Money remuins very dear; tho Bank 
rate is still five pcr cent. 

In the district of Eindhoven Mr. J. B. Bots has been elected a mem- 
ber of the Second Chamber.

Siz J. F. W. Herscuet, in a letter to. The Times, assures the public, 
in reference to the statement that Mr. Wade, Her Majesty’s Chargé 
d’Affaires at Peking, was, at the time of the Tientsin massacre, at his 
summer residence near the capital, and had continued there ever since, 
that Mr. Wade was at Tientsin a. few days after that melancholy event, 
and has resided chiefly at Peking up to the departure of the last mail. 

“Matoo Mixtroure.”—The Food Journal for October continues its 
startling revelations on the adulteration of the stuff miscalled tea, and 
exported from China under tho title of “ Maloo mixture.” No doubt 
some other name will have to be found for this nauscous compound, now 
that the Food Journal has explained that its constituent materials are 
proved by analysis to consist of tca leaves and maggots, iron filings, 
rice husks and straw, plumbago, silkworms’ droppings, fragments of 
limestone, minute seeds (name unknown), and fragments of willow 
leaves and stalks. It would be a public boon if the Food Journal's 
illustration, showing the appearance of a sample of ‘‘ Maloo mixture ” 
under the microscops, and with a magnet (about which the iron filings 
cling), could be posted on the walls, or given away asa handbill in 
front of the shops of the grocers who lend themselves to the sale of 
auch poison. It must be borne in mind, however, that all this adalte- 
ration takes place before export, and, therefore, is the handiwork of 
the Chinese alone,

REPORT 


Of: the Court of Directors to the ORDINARY HALF-YEARLY GENERAL MEETING of Shareholders, 
held at the CITY HALL, HONG KONG, on MONDAY, the 15th August, 1870. 


TO THE PROPRIETORS OF THE HONG KONG AND SHANGHAI BANKING CORPORATION. 


Gentlemen,—The directors have to lay before you the Tenth Half- 
yearly Report upon the transactions of the Corporation for the six 
months ending on the 30th June last, together with a statement of ac- 
counts, assets, and liabilities. 

The net profit for the period covered by this report, including 
$46,280.12 brought forward from last account, after paying all charges, 
deducting interest paid and due, and making ample provision for bad 
debts, amounts to $324,345,65, of which, after takinz out rebate on 
bills not yet due and remunerations to directors, there remains for appro- 
priation $309,398.33. 

From this sum the Directors recommend the distribution of a divi- 
dend of $7.50 per share on the paid-up shares, and $3 on the new shares, 
being equivalent to 6 per cent. for the half-year (or 12 per cent. per 
annum), which will absorb $210,000. The balance, $99,398.33, they re- 
commend being carried forward to the credit of now account, deferring, 
as was done last year at the same time, the carrying of any sum to the 
reserve fund until the result of the Bank’s working for the year shall be 
submitted for consideration at the ensuing yearly meeting. 

The net profit for the last six months shows a marked improvement 
compared to that of the corresponding period of the preceding year, 
and the directors are happy to record that the development of the Bank’s 
resources, due to the liberal support of its numerous constituency, has 
kept pace with the increase of the paid-up capital of the Corporation ; 
this steady progress will ensure results still more remunerative as soon 
as general exchanges assume a less uncertain and unsettled course than 
has been almost always the case during the past eighteen months. In 
the meantime, the proprietors may be congratulated on the strong and 
prospcrous position acquired by the Corporation at all the places where 
the Bank’s business is carried on. 

CALLS. 

The third call of $25 per share on the new sharcs of the Corpora- 
tion due on Ist July last has been punctually met on 19,117 sharcs out 
of 20,000. The balance outstanding is due mostly on shareg held by 


proprietors absent from the Colony, from whom the necessary remit- 
tances are shortly expected to come in. : 

Referring to the oxplanations contained in their previous Report 
the Directors have decided to make the fourth Call of $25 per share on 
the new shares payable on the Ist of July, 1871, which will raise the 
paid-up Capital of the Curporation to $4,500,000, or about the equiva- 
lont of One Million Sterling.

The Honourable Phineas Ryrie, formerly one of the auditors of the 
Corporation, has been re-elected in the same capacity to fill the vacancy 
left by Mr. William Macaulcy’s retirement.
